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Notice of Non-Responsive Amendment- Bona fide Attempt 

The amendment filed on April 7, 2008, canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non- 
elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03).

The original claims were drawn to a data processing and communication method 
and computer program product comprising receiving a selection of a service offererd by a provider, the service selected by the at least 
one user. These inventions are separate and distinct because the original invention comprised receiving a selection of a service 
selected by a user, while the new invention comprises receiving subscription information and providing an an offer that is not in 
response to a request, selection, or identification for a service. Had these inventions been initially filed together, a requirement for 
election/restriction would have resulted.
